Dr.  Robert  a.  Alost,  chairman  of  the 
topartmenl  of  Health,  Physical  Edu- 
Jtion  and  Recreation  at  Northwestern 
ince  1966,  has  been  appointed  dean 
I  the  NSU  College  of  Education. 
Alost  succeeds  Dr.  T.  P.  Souther 
md,  who  has  been  appointed  dean 
>f  the  NSU  Graduate  School,  filling 
he  vacancy  created  by  the  retire 
ent  of  Dr.  Leo  T.  Allbritten. 
Alost  received  his  bachelor's  de- 
cree from  Northwestern  in  1957  and 
lis  master's  degree  in  1958.  He  earned 
lis  doctorate  in  health  and  physical 
in  education  from  Louisiana  State  Unt- 
ie .ersity  in  1963.

SOUTHERLAND  IS  APPOINTED 

Dr.  T.  P.  Southerland  has  been  ap- 
pointed dean  of  the  Northwestern 
Graduate  School.  Southerland,  who 
has  been  dean  of  the  NSU  College 
of  Education  since  1966,  succeeds  Dr. 
Leo  T.  Allbritten,  who  retired  after 
21  years  as  dean  of  the  university's 
Graduate  School. 

A  1943  graduate  of  Northwestern, 
Southerland  received  his  master's  de- 
gree from  Northwestern  in  1949  and 
his  doctorate  from  Louisiana  State 
University  in  1962.  He  also  studied 
at  the  Columbia  University  Midship- 
men's School,  Louisiana  College  and 
the  University  of  Mississippi. 

Southerland,  a  veteran  of  four 
years  service  in  the  United  States 
Navy,  spent  20  years  in  the  Rapides 
Parish  school  system  as  a  teacher, 
coach  and  administrator  before  join- 
ing the   Northwestern  faculty. 

The  new  Northwestern  Graduate 
School  dean  had  served  as  a  principal

for  nine  years,  a  supervisor  for  five 
years  and  as  assistant  superintendent 
for  instruction  in  the  Rapides  Parish 
school  system  for  five  years  prior  to 
becoming  dean  of  the  College  of 
Education  at  Northwestern. 

BROUSSARD  ON  BOARD 
Wilfred  Broussard,  who  is  begin- 
ning his  30th  year  as  farm  supervisor 
at  Northwestern,  has  won  re-election 
to  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
National  Association  of  Animal 
Breeders. 

Broussard  was  re-elected  for  an- 
other two  year  term  during  the  as- 
sociation's 29th  annual  convention 
in  Dallas.  The  NSU  farm  supervisor, 
who  also  serves  as  the  university's 
artificial  insemination  technician,  was 
elected  to  the  NAAB  board  of  direc- 
tors in  1972. 

EVANS  IS  HONORED 
Dr.  Warren  B.  Evans  of  Northwest- 
ern received  the  coveted  R.  Tait  Mc- 
Kenzie  Award  during  the  opening 
session  of  the  Maryland  Association 
of  Health,  Physical  Education  and 
Recreation   this   fall. 

Evans,  chairman  of  the  division  of 
outdoor  education  in  Northwestern's 
Department  of  Health,  Physical  Edu- 
cation and  Recreation,  was  recognized 
for  distinguished  service  and  support 
to  local  and  state  programs  of  physi- 
cal education,  athletics,  health  and 
recreation  while  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Maryland  association. 

The  NSU  professor  of  outdoor  educa- 
tion was  associated  with  the  Maryland 
association  from  1937  until  1967,  while 
he  was  employed  by  the  Frederick 
County  School  District.  He  served  as 
supervisor  of  health  and  physical  edu- 
cation in  the  school  district  for  20 
years.  Evans  was  president  of  the 
state  association  in  1951  and  again 
in  1963.

mew as  chaiman  of  the  university's 
Department  of  Languages. 

Bartholomew's  appointment  became 
effective  on  July  1.  He  has  served 
as  the  department's  acting  chairman 
since  last  fall. 

The  new  university  department 
head  joined  the  Northwestern  faculty 
in  1972  as  director  of  freshman  Eng- 
lish and  professor  of  English.  Before 
joining  the  NSU  faculty,  he  served 
as  chairman  of  the  humanities  depart- 
ment at  William  Woods  College  in 
Missouri  for  five  years  and  as  an 
associate  professor  of  English  at  Sam 
Houston  State  University  in  Texas. 

CONTRACT  IS  AWARDED 
The  Louisiana  Facilty  Planning 
and  Control  Department  has  awarded 
a  contract  for  $645,875  to  Industrial 
Design  and  Construction,  Inc.,  of 
Natchitoches  for  the  first  phase  of 
Northwestern's  78-acre  outdoor  recre- 
ation complex. 

The  contractor  began  in  October 
moving  onto  the  project  site,  which  is 
located  west  of  the  Highway  1  bypass. 
Construction  is  to  begin  immediately 
and  is  to  be  completed  in  300  days, 
according  to  terms   of  the   contract. 

Included  in  the  construction  of  the 
first  phase  of  the  recreation  complex 
are  an  outdoor  Olympic-size  swim- 
ming pool,  a  modern  pool  service 
building,  a  roadway  to  the  facility 
and  parking  lots  for  some  70  auto- 
mobiles.

A  rugged  23-game  schedule  will  be 
played  by  Northwestern  State  Uni- 
versity's Womens  Intercollegiate  Bas- 
ketball team  for  the  1975-76  season, 
according  to  Dr.  Joyce  Hillard,  Co- 
ordinator of  Women's   Athletics. 

Highlighting  the  schedule  will  be 
home  and  home  games  with  defend- 
ing Association  of  Intercollegiate 
Athletics  for  Women  national  cham- 
pions Delta  State  University.  The 
Lady  Statesmen,  featuring  6-foot-3 
All-American  center  Lucy  Harris,  will 
invade  Prather  Coliseum  on  Jan.  17 
as  a  prelim  to  the  Southeastern-North- 
western mens  game. 

The  Lady  Demons  will  travel  to 
Cleveland,  Miss.  Jan.  27  for  the  re- 
match. Delta  State  had  a  perfect 
28-0  mark  last  year  and  recently  de- 
feated the  touring  People's  Republic 
of  China  national  team  in  an  exhibi- 
tion match. 

Runner-up  in  the  state  last  season, 
the  Lady  Demons  are  under  the  direc- 
torship of  new  head  coach  Charlotte 
Creed.  Creed's  team  will  also  face 
national  powers  Mississippi  College 
and  Wayland  Baptist  College  in  home 
matchups. 

Diane  Pittman,  last  season's  lead- 
ing scorer  for  the  Lady  Demons,  will 
return  to  the  starting  lineup.  Other 
top  returnees  are  playmaker  Pat 
Nolan  of  Pitkin,  forward  Ellerman  of 
Winnsboro  and   "Do"  Bonin. 

NSU's  top  recruit  is  freshman 
guard  Lisa  Brewer,  the  all-stater  from 
DeRidder  who  led  her  high  school 
team  to  the  state  championship.

Demolition  of  antiquated  Demoi 
Stadium  and  construction  for  Harr; 
"Rags"  Turpin  Football  Stadiu 
started  Nov.  24  on  the  campus  ol 
Northwestern  State  University,  accord 
ing  to  officials  of  Tudor  Constructioi 
Company. 

The  contractor  told  Northwesterr 
officials  in  a  pre-construction  meet| 
ing  that  the  east  side  (6C 
seats)  of  the  stadium  and  the  artificial 
surfing  of  the  football  field  will  be 
handled  as  one  project. 

"We  were  told  that  the  field  and! 
the  east  side  are  Phase  I  of  the  conJ 
struction,"  NSU  Building  Program^ 
Coordinator  Loren  Lindsey  said. 
"Phase  I  will  be  completed  by  Sept. 
18,   1976". 

Lindsey  said  the  west  side  (9,000- 
seats)  of  the  stadium,  which  will 
have  a  lower  deck  and  an  upper  dack 
in  addition  to  a  two-story  pressboxl 
and  a  VIP  level,  will  be  called  Phase| 
II.  Phase  II  construction  began 
at  the  same  time  of  Phase  I,  but  its 
completion  isn't  scheduled  until| 
September,  1977. 

"The  contractor  is  asking  the  co- 
operation of  everyone  in  the  area," 
Lindsey  said.  "The  football  field  area 
and  old  track  is  off  limits  to  every- 
one except  construction  workers." 

"We're  extremely  happy  this  thing 
has  finally  been  kicked  off,"  NSU 
Head  Football  Coach  A.  L.  Williams 
said.  "We're  going  to  have  a  quality 
15,000-seat  stadium  that  everyone 
will  enjoy." 


Wins  Second  Spot       R      d    A     s  t 
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Coach  Charlotte  Creed's  Lady  De 
mons'  Volleyball  team  posted  a  34-17 
von -lost  record  enroute  to  a  second 
place  finish  in  the  state  tournament 
at  Baton  Rouge  this  season. 

The  Lady  Demons  bombarded  the 
University  of  New  Orleans  15-8,  15-7 
in  the  opening  match  and  came  back 
to  trounce  Nicholls  12-15,  15-7,  15-10 
in  the  second  round. 

Toulane  upset  Northwestern  15-11, 
16-14  but  the  Demons  routed  host 
LSU  15-5,  15-6  to  return  to  the  finals 
against  Tulane  in  the  double  elimi- 
nation meet.  However,  the  Lady 
Greenies  ended  NSU's  hopes  for  a 
second  straight  state  title  with  a 
12-15,   15-11,   16-14  victory. 

Outstanding  players  for  North- 
western in  the  tournament  were  Pam 
Moore,  Cheryl  Dore  and  Melodie 
Krane,  who  were  named  members  of 
the  all-tournament  team.  The  trio 
will  travel  to  New  Orleans  Dec.  12-13 
as  the  Louisiana  All-State  team  chal- 
lenges the  U.  S.  Olympic  team  in  an 
exhibition  match. 


Northwestern  State  University's 
youthful  Demons  still  managed  to 
shatter  eight  school  records  and  tie 
four  others  during  the  1975  football 
season,  according  to  a  report  from  the 
NSU  Sports  Information  Office. 

Quarterback  Butch  Ballard,  a  junior 
out  of  Bogalusa,  and  freshman  wide 
receiver  Wyamond  Waters  of  Dallas, 
Tex.  were  the  only  NSU  players  to 
break  individual  marks. 

Ballard,  a  six-foot,  182-pounder 
who  has  a  good  shot  at  virtually  every 
NSU  passing  standard  with  a  good 
season  in  1976,  now  has  252  pass  com- 
pletions (439  attempts)  to  break  the 
old  mark  of  221  set  by  Don  Guidry 
from  1965  to  1968.  Guidry  had  447 
attempts. 

Waters,  a  fleet-footed  6-foot-l, 
175-pounder,  set  records  for  best 
average  gain  per  catch  in  a  game 
(50.5  versus  Louisiana  Tech)  and  best 
average  gain  per  catch  in  a  season 
(26.8).

Reynolds,  a  8  fool  5,  204  |>ound 
sharpshooter  who  also  exeells  on  de 
fense,  was  the  Demons1  top  scorer 
(  15.4)  and  rebounder  (9.6)  on  a  well 
balanced  club  a  year  ago.  He  was  a 
first  team  all-conference  selection  and 
the  leading  scorer  on  a  Gulf  South 
All-Star  Team  that  toured  Central 
America  during   the  summer. 

Elie,  a  6-foot-7  lad  with  great  touch 
inside  and  outside,  is  most  noted  for 
his  one-on-one  ability.  He  averaged 
11.5  points  and  8.1  points  last  season 
as  a  freshman 

Competition  for  the  other  three 
starting  spots  is  stiff,  according  to 
Hildebrand. 

Returning  lettermen  are  5-foot-9 
sophomore  playmaker  Lester  Davis, 
6-foot-6  senior  pivot  Bernard  Holder, 
6-foot-6  senior  forward-center  Rick 
Reass,  6-foot-4  forward  Dale  Dunna- 
vant  and  6-foot-4  junior  guard  Rob 
Sutherland. 

Hildebrand,  quite  pleased  with  his 
recruiting,  says  all  five  newcomers 
are  quality  players.  That  group  in 
eludes  6-foot-3  junior  playmaker  Dan 
Bell,  6-foot-5  freshman  forward  Neil 
Simmons,  6-foot-3  freshman  forward 
Larry  Hamilton,  6-foot-l  freshman 
forward  Larry  Hamilton,  6-foot-l 
irishman  guard  John  Green  and  6- 
foot-5   junior  forward   Tom   Edens. 

Other  players  returning  from  last 
year's  squad  are  6-foot-l  junior  guard 
Bill  McKellar  and  6-foot-4  junior  for- 
ward Canfield  Blunt. 

"Once  again  I  think  depth  is  one  of 
our  strong  points,"  Hildebrand  said. 
"However,  we  will  have  to  count  on 
young  players   for   that   depth."

Funeral  Services  Are  Conducted 
For  Former  President  John  Kyser 


Dr.  John  S.  Kyser,  who  served  as 
president  of  Northwestern  from  1954 
through  1966,  died  in  a  Shreveport 
hospital  on  July  14  following  a  brief 
illness.  He  was  74. 

A  native  of  El  Passo,  111.,  Kyser 
joined  the  Northwestern  faculty  in 
1923  and  with  the  exception  of  two 
years  at  Louisiana  State  University 
and  Tulane  University,  he  remained 
at  NSU  until  his  retirement  in   1966. 

Kyser  advanced  through  the  aca- 
demic ranks  at  Northwestern  from 
instructor   to   professor,    and    he    be-

came  head  of  the  Department  of 
Social  Sciences  in  1935,  a  position 
he  held  until  being  appointed  presi- 
dent of  the  university  in   1954. 

At  the  time  of  his  retirement  from 
Northwestern,  Kyser  had  served  on 
the  faculty  and  staff  for  43  years, 
which  was  the  longest  tenure  of  any 
employee  at  the  university. 

A  1921  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Michigan,  Kyser  earned  his  Ph.D. 
degree  from  Louisiana  State  Univer- 
sity in  1937  and  also  did  graduate 
work  at  the  University  of  Chicago, 
University  of  California  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Heidelberg,  Germany. 

Over  31  years  as  a  classroom  in- 
structor at  Northwestern,  Kyser 
taught  more  than  10,000  students  in 
the  fields  of  geography,  European  his- 
tory, economics  and  international 
relations. 

The  author  of  extensive  text  ma- 
terials for  social  studies  courses  on 
Louisiana,  Kyser  organized  and  de- 
veloped a  number  of  courses  on  the 
state,  including  the  first  college 
credit  field  study  tours  of  Louisiana 
in   1935. 


Widely-recognized  for  his  abilities 
as  a  photographer,  Kyser  also  or- 
ganized and  taught  Northwestern's 
first  courses  in  audio-visual  educa- 
tion, an  area  in  which  Northwestern 
has  long  been  recognized  as  a  pioneer. 

During  his  12-year  tenure  as  presi- 
dent of  Northwestern,  Kyser  inaugu- 
rated the  first  graduate  program  at 
any  institution  under  the  Louisiana 
Board  of  Education,  and  he  was  instru- 
mental in  the  development  of  the 
first  closed  circuit  television  instruc- 
tion program  at  any  institution  of 
higher  education  in  Louisiana. 

More  than  $19  million  was  secured 
during  Kyser's  administration  for  new 
buildings,  including  seven  dormitor- 
ies, two  dining  facilities,  a  Student 
Union  building,  nursing  facilities  at 
Shreveport  and  the  Arts  and  Sciences 
classroom  building,  which  was  the 
largest  college  classroom  building  in 
Louisiana  when  completed  in  the 
mid-1960's. 

Enrollment  increased  from  1,688 
to  5,203  during  the  time  Kyser  served 
as  Northwestern's  President. 

Kyser,  who  traveled  extensively  in 
the  United  States,  Europe,  Canada, 
Mexico  and  Central  America,  had  writ- 
ten numerous  articles  on  social  sci- 
ences and  international  relations  for 
scholarly  and  professional  journals, 
and  he  was  a  frequent  speaker 
throughout  the  state  at  meetings  of 
civic,  educational  and  professional 
organizations. 

Kyser  is  survived  by  his  widow, 
Thelma  Zelenka  Kyser,  and  one 
daughter,  Janet  E.  Kyser. 


DR.  MILLARD  J.  BIENVENU  SR., 
chairman  of  Northwestern's  Depart 
ment  of  Sociology  and  Social  Work, 
has  been  awarded  the  seventh  annual 
Louisiana  News  Media  Award  by  the 
Louisiana  Teachers  Association.

A.A.Fredericks,  NSU  President 
From  1934  Through  1941,  Dies 


Funeral  services  were  conducted 
Oct  :'•  foi  Albert  A  Fredericks,  84, 
former  president  <>f  Northwestern  snd 
a  long-time  state  elected  official  who 

died   Oct    —  after  a   lone   illness 

Services  for  Fredericks,  who  was 
Northwestern's  president  from  1034 
through  1941,  wen'  conducted  at  the 
Kirst  United  Methodist  Church  In  Nat 
chltoches,    snd    burial    was    In     the 

American   ( 'einctcrv 

Executive  secretary  to  GOV  Marl  K 
Long  Of  Louisiana  from  I9!H  to  1950 
and  from  1950  through  i960,  Fredc 
ricks  aNo  served  two  four  year  terms 
on  the  State  Board  of  Education  from 
1948  through  1956. 

Fredericks  was  Commissioner  of 
State  Welfare  from  1950  to  1952  and 
served  as  chairman  of  the  Louisiana 
Commission  on  the  Aging  from  1959 
to  1963.  He  was  also  a  special  repre- 
sentative to  the  White  House  Con- 
ference of  the  Commission  on  the 
Aging. 

A  special  representative  of  the 
Kansas  City  Southern  and  Louisiana 
and  Arkansas  railroads  for  more  than 
30  years,  Fredericks  was  also  named 
a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Com- 
merce and  Industry  from  1948  to  1960. 

Fredericks,  who  was  named  Presi- 
dent Emeritus  of  Northwestern  in 
1964,  was  a  native  of  Clear  Lake  in 
Natchitoches  Parish.  He  attended 
Northwestern  when  it  was  known  as 
the  Normal  School  and  he  later  at- 
tended  Louisiana  State   University. 

Beginning   his  career  in  education 


E.  H.  GILSON,  Natchitoches  busi- 
nessinan  and  a  prominent  North- 
western  alumnus,  died  in  Augtist 
following  a  brief  illness.  Gilson 
had  served  as  president  of  the 
Northwestern  Alumni  Association 
and  the  Graduate  N.  Club  and 
had  been  an  outstanding  athlete 
at  NSU.  A  memorial  scholarship 
fund  has  been  established  in  his 
name  at  Northioestern.

a  position  as  a  teacher  of  agriculture 
at  Northwestern 

In  1932,  he  began  his  political  ca- 
reer by  winning  a  seat  in  the  State 
Senate  from  the  24th  Senatorial  Dis 
trict.  He  served  for  16  years  in  the 
Senate  and  was  a  member  of  the 
Senate  during  his  tenure  as  North 
western's  president. 

Fredericks'  tenure  at  Northwestern 
produced  the  most  extensive  building 
program  in  the  history  of  the  institu 
tion  up  to  that  period.  More  than  S3 
million  was  spent  in  new  construction 
during  his  seven  years  as  president 

Fredericks,  who  joined  the  North- 
western faculty  in  1919  and  served 
for  22  years  at  the  university,  had 
been  a  farm  demonstration  agent  in 
East  and  West  Felincia  Parishes  in 
1917,  a  state  dairy  agent  in  1918  and 
manager  of  the  Farmers'  Cooperative 
Creamery  in  early  1919  before  coming 
to  Northwestern  as  director  of  rural 
education. 

During  his  years  of  educational  and 
government  service,  Fredericks  re- 
ceived numerous  honors,  including 
the  Natchitoches  Young  Men's  Busi 
ness  Club  Civic  Cup,  dedication  of 
the  university  yearbook  in  his  honor 
in  1935  and  i940  and  the  George 
Freeman  Award  in  1963  by  the  Lou- 
isiana  Conference  of  Social   Welfare. 

Honored  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education  in  a  day-long  program  at 
Northwestern  in  1966.  Fredericks 
was  cited  on  Albert  A.  Fredericks  Day 
for  his  service  to  education  and  gov- 
ernment and  his  leadership  in  a  num- 
ber of  governmental,  church,  civic, 
educational  and  professional  organi- 
zations. 

Fredericks  is  survived  by  his 
widow,  the  former  Marjorie  May.  and 
a  daughter,  Mrs.  T.  B.  Wofford  of 
Hammond.

The  preliminary  enrollment  figure 
of  6,598  represents  an  Increase  of  308 
students  or  4  7  percent  over  the  6.290 
students  enrolled  at  the  university  in 
the   fall  of  1974. 

Of  the  total  enrollment  at  North 
western,  there  are  3.551  women  and 
3,047  men.  The  enrollment  figures 
also  include  a  breakdown  of  classes 
which  shows  that  Northwestern  has 
2,812  freshmen.  1,026  sophomores, 
750  juniors  and  991  seniors. 

Northwestern  currently  has  5.589 
undergraduate  students  enrolled,  and 
the  enrollment  in  the  Graduate 
School  is  1,009. 

A  breakdown  of  the  undergraduate 
students  shows  2,692  in  the  College 
of  Education;  1,119  in  the  College  of 
Nursing;  654  in  Business;  633  in 
Science  and  Technology  and  491  in 
Liberal  Arts 

Dr.  Arnold  Kilpatrick,  Northwestern 
president,  said,  "All  of  us  at  North 
western  are  proud  of  the  significant 
increase  in  enrollment  this  fall,  par- 
ticularly in  light  of  official  projec- 
tions that  the  university  would  be 
experiencing  declining  enrollment 
this  year." 

Kilpatrick  expressed  special  satis- 
faction with  the  university's  fresh- 
man enrollment  of  2,812.  "This  figure 
exceeds  e\tcn  our  most  optimistic 
expectations."  Kilpatrick  commented. 
"We  had  2.106  freshmen  last  year. 
and  we  feel  that  this  influx  of  new 
students  will  help  us  to  maintain  a 
high  enrollment  level  for  the  next 
several   years." 

The  Northwestern  president  also 
pointed  out  that  enrollment  in  the 
university's  College  of  Nursing — 
which  is  the  largest  nursing  school 
in  the  state — increased  from  1,000 
last   year  to  1.119.

Virginia  Crossno 
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Labeling  of  Trees 
On  Campus  Started 

Labeling  of  the  more  than  270 
known  species  of  native  and  exotic 
shrubs  and  trees  recently  identified 
in  Northwestern's  arboretum  is  under 
way,  and  university  officials  expect 
the  campus  arboretum  to  become  a 
popular  tourist  attraction. 

The  916-acre  Northwestern  campus, 
which  has  over  150  species  of  shrubs 
and  trees  native  only  to  other  parts 
of  the  United  States  and  to  such 
foreign  countries  as  China  and  Japan, 
was  declared  an  arboretum  in  1974 
by  NSU  president  Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kil- 
patrick. 

The  identification,  labeling  and 
mapping  of  the  different  species  has 
been  the  responsibility  of  the  uni- 
versity's Campus  Beautification  Com- 
mittee. Chairman  of  the  committee  is 
Robert  Daspit,  associate  professor  of 
general  biology  at  Northwestern. 

"Since  May,  we  have  identified  all 
of  the  different  species  of  trees  on 
the  main  campus,"  said  Daspit.  "There 
have  been  more  than  270  known 
species  identified  thus  far.  We  still 
have  at  least  another  50  or  60  species 
that  have  not  been  identified.  These 
species  are  located  on  the  natural 
history  reservation,  which  is  located 
near  the  main  campus  and  is  on  uni- 
versity property." 

Most  of  the  different  species  identi- 
fied by  university  officials  are  not 
native  to  this  area.  "Some  are  native 
to  Louisiana,  but  a  great  many  are 
native  to  other  parts  of  the  country 
and  to  other  parts  of  the  world," 
Daspit  stated. 

The  labels  that  Daspit  and  other 
individuals  working  on  the  project 
are  using  to  mark  the  different  species 
are  attached  to  a  tree  in  a  way  that 
will  not  harm  it.  The  labels  contain 
both  the  scientific  name  and  the  place 
of  origin  for  each  specie  identified. 

When  the  labeling  phase  of  the 
arboretum  project  has  been  com- 
pleted, an  informative  brochure  will 
be  published  to  serve  as  a  guide  for 
the  general  public  visiting  the  cam- 
pus and  for  students  participating  in 
field  trips  and  scientific  projects. 

"Our  brochure  should  be  completed 
and  published  by  the  end  of  the  fall 
semester,"  said  Daspit.  "The  brochure 
will  contain  the  names  of  all  species 
on  campus,  the  location  of  all  species 
and  photographs  of  some  of  the  more 
worthy  trees  and  shrubs.  This  bro- 
chure will  serve  as  an  excellent  guide 
to  the  identification  of  the  trees  for 
students  and  the  public."
